The fact that sugar Is swest s not
it only recommendation as an article
of diet. Hecent sclentific Investigation
has tended to lncredse our respect for
It as an important factor In the devel-
opment and nourishment of bodily
strength and acdvity. Indeed, Dr.
Vaughan Hardy has lately reported to
the Royal Boclety In London the resnlta
of experiments which have led him to
the bellef that sugar ls “the principal
factor in the production of muscular
energy.”

He finds that sugar not only greatly
Increases the nmount of muscalar work
that ean be done, but also postpones
the effects of fatigue.

When two hundred and fty grammes
of sugar were added to the meals con-
sumed during a day, the work accom-
plished In eight hours was Increased
between 22 and 38 per cent

It should not be forgotten, however,
that these experiments tell us nothing
of the other effects of sugar, and there-
fore they cannot be quoted &s aclentifie
